“But 
wait,” you say, “there are 
BEADS on this design!” Be 
not dismayed, gentle stitcher, 
beads in any form are a 
welcome addition to almost 
any design. They can accent 
the existing design, you can 
use beads to replace 
sections of stitching, or get 
really inventive and stitch the 
entire design in beads. 

The secret to using beads, 
is to experiment and have the 
right size needle. Nothing is 
as frustrating as trying to 
work with a needle that has 
too large an eye and won't 
pass through the bead (no 
matter how hard you push). 
Do yourself a favor, and get a 
good beading needle. 

Be creative, there are as 


itself. On some designs where 
the color palette of your 
stitches and beads is widely 
varied, you may want to 
attach beads with clear mono- 
filament to cut down on 


\ distracting floss colors which 
“> may show through and 


around the beads. Or, whal 
about using a clear bead, 
and creating your own 
colors by attaching it with a 
vibrant colored thread? See 
what | mean about the 
choices available! 

Size matters in matching 
beads to fabric, too small and 
you won't see the beads. Too 
big, and they will overwhelm 
the design. A good match of 
bead and fabric would be a 
bead the same size as a 
single stitch. The exception of 
course, is a larger bead such 
as a bugle or a pebble bead. 

When it comes to putting 
them on, complete your 
Cross-Stitches and decor- 
ative stitches first, this will 
give you a good base on the 
back to anchor to. For 
attaching beads, | generally 
use the same amount of floss 


going the same direction as 
your top stitches 

If you are attaching beads 
in a row, refer to the Beag 
Attachment Illustration that 
accompanies this design, 

If you are attaching a 
single bead, out away from 
your stitching, you might 
want to offer it a little bit of 
extra support. When using 
one strand floss, make the 
bead secure with your Half 
Cross-Stitch, and then 
complete the Cross-Stitch 
traveling through the bead 
a second time. 

When using two strands of 
floss, make the bead secure 
with your Half Cross-Stitch, 
and then finish the stitch 
without traveling through the 
bead a second time allowing 
your threads to lay on either 
side of the bead. 

Just remember what | 
said in the beginning of this 
article, experiment! Make 
your stitching fun and 
more beautiful than you 
can imagine.

Stitchers’’Sfortcuts 


by Rebecca ‘Birch 


Giving and receiving 
personalized gifts has 
always been a passion of 
mine. A painting from my 
mother or a woodworked 
piece from my father, 
brothers or sons has 
always meant more to me 
than a purchased item. 
Therefore, | try to create 
gifts that include the re- 
cipients name or depicts 
their unique personality. 

A perfect example of 
such an item is the 
Shaker coat rack in High 
Flying ABC'S. |n order to 


personalize it, we charted 
the letters for William's 
name on graph paper for 
placement, and positioned 
them in the center or focal 
point of the coat rack. We 
also stitched it on 11- 
count fabric so his name 
would be larger and more 
defined. 

Even though the 
alphabet on the main 
design is stitched ina 
patchwork manner, we 
have stitched William’s 
name using one solid 
color. This saves a 


tremendous amount of 
Stitching time, and it 
highhghts his name 
because it’s the only 
portion of the design not 
stitched in various shades 
of each color group. 

So, the next time you 
look at a more intricate 
design, remember that it 
doesn't always nave to be 
stitched the way that it 
appears. You can always 
simplify it by stitching 
solid colors for an easy 
destinctive flair.

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Choosing and Preparing Fabric_......-...-...-.-------------- 


Most counted cross-stitch projects are worked on evenweave fabrics made especially 
for counted thread embroidery. These fabrics have vertical and horizontal threads of 
uniform thickness and spacing. Aida cloth is a favorite of beginning stitchers because its 
weave forms distinctive squares in the fabric, which makes placing stitches easy. To 
determine a fabric’s thread count, count the nurnber of threads per inch of fabric. 

To determine the dimensions of a stitched design on any fabric, use this formula: 
number of stitches across design area = number of threads per inch of fabric = size of 
fabric in inches. 

Add at least 3° to all outside edges of design area measurements, or cut fabric to 
measurements listed in the Materials section. For example, if your design area is 6° x 8", 
fabric should be cut at least 12" x 14”.

Graphs or charts are made up of colors and symbols to tell you the exact color, type 
and placement of each stitch. Each square represents the area for one complete Cross-
